Like Cardinal Mindszenty 


and the Red regime. Two Archbish- 
ops, one Bishop and the leaders of 
religious orders were said to have 
been spokesmen for the Church. 
Negotiations had been broken off 
June 28 after violent press attacks 
against the Church for its negative 
attitude toward the phony Stock- 
holm “peace appeal” and the clos- 
ing of numerous monasteries. 


Writing in the Catholic Herald, 
London weekly, the noted journal- 
ist, Douglas Hyde, says that Bis- 
hop Peteri “has been marked down 
for martyrdom by the Hungarian 
communist government.” 


Blatantly, Catholic Hungary’s 
new masters are revealing their in- 
tention of seizing this leader of 
the Church and getting him out of 
the way, as they did with Josef 
Cardinal Mindszenty just 20 
months ago, he adds. 


All the signs are there, says Mr. 
Hyde, Like Cardinal Mindszenty 
he has been denounced as a fascist 
and threatened with prompt disci- 
plinary action by cabinet ministers 
and by the press. And, as with the 
Cardinal, who now lies broken in 
their prison, the communists are 
working up @ synthetic campaign 
in the factories demanding “ac- 
tion” against him. 


The thing which, more than any- 
thing else, has struck those who 
have met this latest victim of the 
War against the Church is his 
modest, retiring disposition, Mr. 
Hyde goes on. That is why Bishop 
Peteri has been one of the least 
known of Hungary’s Bishops, he 
Says. 


But, adds Mr. Hyde, the com- 
munists know, as those who have 
worked with him know, that he 
was closest to Cardinal Minds- 
zenty in his outlook and in his poli- 
cies; that this mild-mannered man 
would be the last to compromise 
on questions affecting the Faith. 
He has even dared speak out 
against a Church-state agreement. 


And that is why, since the com- 
munists are determined to get an 


“agreement” with the Church at . 


all costs, Mr. Hyde declares, they 
resolved to get him out of the way 
—-the pretext for doing so would 
be regarded as a mere detail of 
agitational organization.

Rome—(NC)—His Holiness Pope Pius XII’s solemn proclamation of the Dogma of 
the Assumption of the Blessed Virgin Mary into Heaven, to be made in St. Peter’s Basilica on 
November 1, the Feast of All Saints, will be the crowning event of the Holy Year of Jubilee. 

Most, if not-all, of the members of the Sacred College of Cardinals and many hundreds 
of Bishops from all parts of the world are expected to attend the historic functions.

The movement in favor of the 
doctrinal definition of the Assump- 
tion of the Blessed Virgin Mary 
into Heaven has been divided into 
two notable phases: first, the time 
during the Vatican Council of 1870, 
and, second, the first half of the 
present century, when. interest 
rather suddenly increased, grew 
and spread throughout the world. 

Nearly 200 Bishops attending the 
Vatican Council of 80 years ago 
favored the proclamation of the 
Doctrine of the Assumption of the 
Blessed Virgin at that time. Be- 
cause the Doctrine of Infallibility 
was taken up and definied at that 
Council, however, the matter was 
undecided there. 

In the present century, there 
have been only two years in which 
petitions did not reach the Holy 
see asking for the definition of the 
doctrine: 1914 and 1927. In the 
year 1900, there were 67 petitions 
received at the Vatican. In 1901, 
the petitions numbered 213. In 
1902, there were 114. 

The year 1934 saw the greatest 
number received between 1900 and 
1940. A total of 352 petitions were 
received that year. Other years in 
which large numbers of requests 
for the definition of the Doctrine 
of the Assumption were received 
are 1923, 18; 1930, 108; 1932, 138; 
1933, 188; 19385, 127. %

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Astronomers At Vatican 
Discover New Comet 


Rome—(Radio, NC)—A new comet has been discovered 
by the Vatican Observatory at Castelgandolfo, according to a 
report received here. It will be called the “Leclaire-Miller” 
comet after the discoverers, two Jesuit astronomers at the ob- 
servatory—the Rev. Roger Leclaire and the Rev. Walter 
Miller, of Canada and New York, respectively. 


The discovery, 
said, was the result of a new pro- 
gram which photographs 2,500 
square degrees of sky. This comet, 
being of the 13th magnitude, is in- 
visible to the human eye and is 
traceable only with telescopic pho- 
tography. 

Father Miller said he is not 
certain, but considers it possible 
that the comet is travelling to- 
ward the sun, and, if true, will 
soon be brighter and more visible. 


This is the second comet dis- 
covered by the Vatican Observa- 
tory, the first being the Timmers 
comet, found by the Jesuit 
Brother Timmers in 1946.

Bishop Hafey 
Urges Moral 


Rearmament 


Scranton, Pa. — (NC) — During 
the —— crisis brought on by 
the Korean hostilities, all too many 
Americans are “fiddling as their 
lives reecho the pagan philosophy 
of irresponsibility and sensual 
gratification: ‘Eat, drink and be 
merry for tomorrow we _ die,’” 
Bishop William F. Hafey of Scran- 
ton declared in a pastoral letter 
issued here. 

Bishop Hafey said that Christ’s 
words assure that His Church will 
not perish from the earth, but 
added “America as a nation is not 
immortal” and there is “no divine 
assurance that the America that 
has endured and grown physically 
strong through 175 years may not 
succumb to atheistic communism’s 
satanic technique of using treach- 
ery from within to insure slavery 
from without our borders.” 

A rearmament “especially now 
in America, of the spiritual legions 
of our citizens, is ‘the absolute 
necessity, the one ‘sine qua non,” 
the one imperative,” Bishop Hafey 
declared. He called upon the faith- 
ful to pray more frequently, 
especially the Family Rosary, to 
assist at Mass more often and to 
receive the Sacraments with great- 
er regularity. 

The Bishop said that the urgency 
of the present crisis will require 
local defense precautions in every 
city of the nation, and he called 
upon Catholics to offer their time, 
talents and services to authorities 
to preserve American liberties. 

In his letter, Bishop Hafey can- 
celled 2 for a public celebra- 
tion of the 25th anniversary of 
his consecration, which* was to 
have been held October 25.

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Belief In Assumption Of Blessed Virgin 
Solidly Based In Scripture And Tradition 


Proclamation Of Dogma Is Not Creation Of New But Only Formal Definition Of Ancient Belief 


Giice the doctrine of the Assumption is to be promulgated as an 
article of faith, it is important that Catholics and non-Catholics alike 
know what the Catholic belief is. Hence this and two articles to fol- 
low will appear in a pamphlet entitled “MARY.” 

Every Catholic should have this pamphlet in readiness to hand to 
a non-Catholic who asks questions about the Assumption of Mary's 
body into Heaven.

Protestant clergy concerning the fact 
itself. For instance, two Anglican 
churchmen in England-declared that 
there is no evidence either in Scrip- 
ture or in early Christian tradition 
that Mary’s body was transported 
to Heaven after her holy death. 

We agree that there is nothing in 
Holy Scripture which directly reports 
such an event, just as there is noth- 


OO ee has been made 

that Pope Pius XII will on No- 
vember 1, Feast of All Saints, declare 
as an article of faith the traditional 
belief of Catholics that after her 
death Mary’s body was taken into 
Heaven to be re-united to her soul. 
This announcement quite naturally 
aroused the curiosity of non-Catholic 
millions, and also elicited doubts from 
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Mary Assumed Into Heaven 
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ing in Scripture which tells us that 
the Canon of Scripture used by Chris- 
tians is authentic and inspired. Prot- 
estants know the Bible to be “the 
Bible” only on a pronouncement of. 
the Catholic Church, not in the first 
century or second, but at the end of 
the fourth. During that time hun- 
dreds of thousands, if not. several 
millions, of Christians had died mar- 
tyrs for their faith without ever hav- 
ing known exactly what constituted 
the New Testament Bible. Hence 
there is no evidence either in Scrip- 
ture or in the early Christian Tradi- 
tion for the acceptance of the present 
New Testament Canon of Holy Scrip- 
ture as the word of God. 


We might also remind these clergy- 
men that there’ is no warrant either 
in Scripture or in early Christian 
Tradition for the establishment of 
a national church with a lay king or 
queen as its head. In fact Christ, in 
His last words, made it clear that 
His one Church was to be brought to 
all nations, and that it was to be a 
universal kingdom under one spiritual 
government, a universal flock under 
one shepherd. In His last recorded 
prayer He appealed to the Heavenly 
Father to make all His followers 
“one” and “unity” was to be the dis- 
tinguishing mark of His Church, 


As to early Tradition these rever- 
end gentlemen certainly know that 
General Councils were frequently 
called to prevent Schisms or to con- 
demn schismatics. 


No Evidence 


But is there no warrant in univer- 
sal Christendom for belief that Mary’s 
body was carried into Heaven? 


From her very beginning the 
Church has observed the death of a 
saint as a birthday in the celestial 
kingdom. The Church honors not 
the birthday, but the death-day of 
martyrs and of other saints. 


The feast of the Assumption hon- 
ors first Mary’s holy and peaceful 
death, her assumption into Heaven 
and her crowning there as its Queen. 
That feast has been quite universally 
observed throughout the Church since 
the sixth century. It was the only 
feast of Mary observed at that time 
in the city of Rome. It was observ- 
ed even in the fifth century by the 
Eutychians and Nestorians;: it was 
observed not only in the Latin, but 
also in the Greek or Oriental Church, 


A feast universally observed by 
Christians for many centuries has 
always been regarded as dealing with 
a fact, because, as St. Augustine 
writes, “all of Christiandom could 
not be wrong.” He held with other 
philosophers that “universal belief is 
a criterion of truth.” 

Only a small portion of the New 
Testament was written at the time 
of Mary’s death. But the Bible fur- 
nishes much other information, which 
would make the doctrine of the As- 
sumption seem extremely plausible. 
St.Paul tells us that death is a pun- 
ishment for sin: “by one man sin 
came into the world and by sin death” 
(Rom. V, 12). Therefore Mary; who 
was conceived without original sin,

How Soviet Movies Create

Berlin—The scene is the Cath- 
olic parish church of Oberschene- 
weide on the outskirts of this for- 
mer German capital, or rather, the 
square in front of the church. Of 
course, we are in the Soviet zone 
of occupation. 

A group of people has gathered 
in front of the church—men, wo- 
men and a priest. Now they begin 
to move on in a procession, led by 
the priest who reads aloud from a 
prayerbook. The others follow. One 
old woman is conspicuous among 
them. Piously she holds a large*Ro- 
sary in her trembling hands. All 
these people look serious. What 
may the occasion be. 

Suddenly, from the other side of 
the square another “procession” is 
set in motion. It is much larger in 
size. The people there march in 
military formation, eight by eight, 
and they carry red Soviet flags and 


posters that read: “Down with the 
American war-mongers! Get out of 
Korea!” 


“The “faithful” who have come 
first look up. At once their faces 
seem to taken on another expres- 
sion, As if by common agreement, 
they swing around and join up 
with the communist parade. 


What in the world, asks the re- 
porter of the Kurier, local French- 
licensed daily, has happened? Has 
the Pope taken back his decree ex- 
communicating all communists and 
their helpers? Has Soviet zone 
“president” Wilhelm Pieck sud- 
denly turped—Catholic or Walter 
Ulbricht, the communist boss, be- 
come a Jesuit? Has Stalin perhaps 
appointed His Eminence Conrad 
Cardinal von Preysing Bishop of 
Berlin a patriarch of holy Russia? 

None of the assumptions proves 
to be correct. The reporter, an eye- 
witness of that scene, by now has 


discovered the reason for the ama~ 
zing performance. It is a Soviet 
motion-picture team stationed in 
the heart of the square, and the 
boys are hard at work recording 
oe shane wht ange Baer 
“the revolutionary proletariat’ : 
the “progressive Christians,” 

By the time it was ‘all over the 
reporter had found 
son, too. The “faithful,” includ- 
ing the “priest” turned out to be 
people hired at the rate of 15 
eastern marks apiece, for 15 min- 
utes “movie-work” -— 15 eastern 
marks corresponding to about 50 
cents, American. 


The Catholic pastor of Oberscho- 
eneweide had previously been ask- 
ed by the local communist chief- 
tains to open the door of his church 
for the “shot,” but he had refused. 
Most likely, the poor priest is go- 
ing be in trouble on that ac- 
count. 


A Bishop Warns 


“Moral Rearmament Cant 
Replace Divine Revelation 


Basil, 
“moral rearmament” movement led 
by Dr. Frank Buchman “cannot re- 
inte Divine Revelation, which 
alone is capable of saving the in- 
dividual soul and the whole world,” 
says Bishop Francis Charriere of 
Lausanne, Geneva and Fribourg. 


He made the statement in a 
message addressed to the clergy 
and laity of his diocese, within 
whose precincts the European head- 
quarters of the movement 1s located 
at Caux, near Montreux,.on Lake 
Geneva. 


The issue, says Bishop Charriere, 
who is highly regarded not only in 
Switzerland, but far beyond its 
borders, is “delicate.” He acknowl- 
edges that the “moral‘rearmament” 
groups make a serious attempt to 
overcome the discrepancies in the 
international and social field by 
urging men to mend their. own 
faults before accusing others, and 
to accept the supreme authority of 
God. | 

No doubt, adds the Bishop, this 
method “has obtained exceHent re- 
sults.” Nevertheless, the move- 
ment méets with considerable hesi- 
tation among Catholics because 
they are afraid that the desire to 
bring about unity through an in- 
tegral interpretation of the Chris- 
tian message may lead to the 
proclamation of “an ideal not giv- 
ing sufficient consideration to es- 
sential questions such as the mys- 
tery of the Holy Trinity, the divini- 
ty of Christ, the Church He has 
established and the Sacraments.” 


This the Bishop sees as “a dan- 
gerous pitfall,” because the search 
for a common ground acceptable to 
all denominations should not lead 
to the abandonment of truths which 
are fundamental, but not commonly 
accepted. A premature attempt 
at synthesis could only cause dam- 
age, distort the proper perspec- 
tives and confuse conscienées, he 
says. Only if they “remain truly 
themselves” can Catholics make a 
worthwhile contribution toward the 
“moral rearmament” movement, 
the Bishop concluded.

Reds Take Over 
School Program 
In Rumania 


Washington— (NC) —Rumania’s 
communist regime has transformed 
that nation’s educational system 
into an assembly line “for the mass 
production of communists,” ac- 
cording to a survey ublished by 
— Rumanian National Committee, 

ere, 


This 96-page survey, entitled, 
“The Perversion of Education in 
Rumania,” discloses how the 
state imposes itself at every wak- 
ing moment of both pupils and 
teachers, how registration in the 
upper grade and above is restricted 
to the property-less proletariat, and 
how Russian language courses have 
been introduced even though ade- 
quate teachers were not available. 


Religion is barred from the 
schools. The survey quotes Edu- 
cation Minister Vasilichi in this re- 
gard: “Religious propaganda, 
which is to. be carried out in 
churches and prayer houses, is. « . 
one thing. Learning and culture, 
which must be taught in schools, 
under state direction and control, 
are another.” : 


A required subject is the Rus- 
sian language. However, when 
this requirement was put in, there 
were simply not enough teachers 
to go around. Special streamlined 
one-month courses for prospective 
teachers of Russian were hastily 
organized. “The competence of such 
‘quick-order’ language teachers 
need hardly be emphasized,” the 
exile group’s survey notes. 


Development of political con- 
sciousness in the pupil begins each 
morning when he enters the class- 
room. “The pupil’s eyes are drawn 
to the red flags, the communist 
slogans, and the pictures of the So- 
viet leaders and Marx and Engels, 
and of the current leaders of the 
Rumanian People’s Republic,” the 
survey reports. Even in pre- 
school centers, children are taught 
to sing hymns to the glory .of 
Stalin. 


Philosophy Professor 
At St. Joseph’s Writes 
Book On Mathematics 


Mathematics,” by the Rev. Edward 
A. Maziarz, philosophy professor 
at St. Joseph’s College, was pu 
lished this month by the Philo- 
sophical Library, New York.

POPE HAILED AS HE COMPLETES HOLY 
YEAR VISIT TO 3 OTHER BASILICAS 


.. 


Rome — (Radio—NC) — The 
Father of Christendom joined the 
ranks of the Holy Year pilgrims 
on August 26 and like millions of 
his spiritual children coming to 
Rome from all parts of the world 
completed his visits to Rome’s four 
basilicas, reciting there the pre- 


scribed prayers to gain the Holy 
Year indulgence. 


Following his Jubilee visit to St. 
Peter’s last December 26, the Su- 
preme Pontiff last week went to 
the Basilicas of St. John Lateran, 
St. Mary Major and St. Paul Out- 
side the Walls. He was hailed 
everywhere by untold thousands of 
pilgrims, 


The Pope’s visit to the three 
patriarchal basilicas outside Vat- 
ican City gained particular signif- 
icance from the fact that it was 
his tenth visit to Rome, his native 
city, since his elevation to the 
Papacy in 1939. The last time the 
Pope went to a Romen church was 
in 1947, when he visited St. Paul’s 
for the 14th centenary of the death 
of St. Benedict. 


Coming by limousine from Cas- 
telgandolfo, the Holy Father’s first 
stop was at St. John Lateran. After 
a brief prayer at the Altar of the 
Blessed Sacrament, His Holiness 
knelt before the Altar of the Con- 
fession and with his spiritual chil- 
dren prayed three Our Fathers, 
three Hail Marys and thrée Glory 
Be to the Fathers to gain the in- 
dulgence, He then joined in pray- 
ing one Our Father, one Hail Mary 
and one Glory Be to the Father for 
his own intention. 


The Pontiff then arose and im-

tation of her divine Son, Who also 
died because He willed it. He could 
have’ redeemed mankind by any one 


humiliating act, because it had in- 


finite value. 


Most Protestants believe that John 
the Baptist was born free from orig- 
inal sin. Conceived in original sin, 
he was “sanctified in his mother’s 
womb” merely because he had been 


visited by Mary carrying Christ in 


her womb (Luke 1-44-45), 
‘Full Of Grace’ 


It is repugnant to believe that 
God, who could choose His own 
mother, and Who did choose her, 
would have permitted her to have 
been under the influence of sin, actual 
or original. Christ drew from Mary’s 
body the flesh and blood by which 
He made reparation for sin. St. Paul 
stresses the fact that Christ’s body 
was “made of woman” (Gal. IV, 4). 

When the Archangel Gabriel visit- 
ed Mary he did so as a special dele- 
gate of God the Father. He called 
her “full of grace’ or, as the Prot- 
estant Bible has it, “highly favored”; 
“blessed among women” and declared 
that Christ would be “the fruit of 
her womb” (Luke 1:28). 

Cardinal Newman, an Anglican 
minister for many years, once held 
the same ideas expressed by the 
Archbishops of Canterbury and York. 
But after his conversion to the Cath- 
olic faith, after he thoroughly studied 
the early Fathers of the Church and 
correlated Scripture texts, he preach- 


Belief In Assumption Of Blessed Virgin 


y Based tn Scripture An 


ed a sermon on the “Congruity” of 
the Assumption. ‘He noted that since 
death is a consequence of Original 
Sin and that since the merits of her 
divine Son were antecedently applied 
to her soul at the time of its’ creation 


—making her immaculate, she was 


not bound to die. 

He related a text in the first book 
of the Bible to another text in the 
last book of the Bible, a text from 
Genesis to a text from Revelations. 
That of Genesis reads: “I will put 
enmity between the woman and the 
serpent, between thy seed and her 
seed. She shall crush thy head and 
thou shall lie in wait for her heel” 
(Gen. III, 15). God was speaking to 
the devil and told him that not only 
would the seed of a certain woman, 
namely, Christ, be at enmity with 
him, but the woman, of whom He 
was the seed, would be at enmity 
with him and crush his head. 

The text from Revelations, or the 
Apocalypse, speaks..of a woman 
“clothed with the sun” whom the 
Fathers always understood to be Mary 
wearing on her head a crown of twelve 
stars—which the Fathers interpreted 
to be the twelve Apostles—and with 
the moon under her feet. The moon 
has often been considered as a symbol 
of sin because, as we observe it, it is 
never the same two days in succession; 
it waxes and wanes, a symbol of 
fickleness. That text (Rev. XII, 1) has 
often been used to confirm the doctrine 
of the Assumption, because St. John 
saw this woman in heaven with her 
body, crowned as Heaven’s Queen. 


Early Christian Belief 


St. Iranaeus, who lived in the second 
century, links Christ and Mary to- 
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gether as the cause of mankind’s 
salvation. Christ became the second 
Adam to undo the work of the first; 
Mary the second Eve, to undo her 
work (Adv. Haer. III, 22). 


The same ideas are expressed by 
St. Justin Martyr, Tertullian, St. 
Cyril of Jerusalem, St. Ephrem of 
Syria, St. .Epiphanius, St. Jerome, 


and others. . Cardinal Newman quotes 


from all these in his letter to’ Dr. 
Pusey. 


St. Ephrem (306-378) speaks of 
Mary’s immaculateness as follows: 
“She was as innocent as Eve before 
her fall, a ‘Virgin most estranged 
from every stain of sin, more holy 
than the Seraphim . .. ever in body 
and in mind intact and immaculate” 
(Carmina Nisibena). 

St. Gregory, of Tours, who died in 
the year 593, writes: “The Lord had 
the most holy body of the Virgin 
taken into Heaven, where re-united 
to her soul it now enjoys, with the 
elect, happiness without end” (De 
Gloria Mart. I, 109). 


Every thoughtful Christian must 
agree with Renaudin, who wrote: “A 
doctrine, universally held for ‘over 
1300 years, could only have originated 
in a special revelation of our Lord to 
His Apostles” (LaDoctrine de |’As- 
sumption). 


In keeping with this idea St. 


‘Augustine wrote: “There are many 


things which the universal Church 
maintains, and that we reasonably 
believe were preached by the Apos- 
tles, although they never have been 
put in writing” (De Bart. V, 23).

Such an attitude on the part of 
ianagement, when reciprocated by 
hor. is bound to reduce industrial 
ction.

It is in such 
a climate that the freedom of the 
individual and the sanctity of the 
Bog soul flourish for the good 
of all. 


Blazed The Way 


It was nearly 60 years ago when 
Pope Leo XIII spoke out in this 
fashion. Yet he had been to an 
extent anticipated by Cardinal 
Gibbons, who in 1887 sent to the 
Holy See a statement which de- 
serves a special place among great 
American papers. 

The Knights of Labor, predeces- 
sor to the American Federation of 
Labor, was then suspect in some 
quarters, which were urging that 
Catholics should be barred from 
joining or belonging to the organi- 
zation. But Cardinal Gibbons, who 
knew the working people of Amer- 
ica and loved and trusted them, 
argued against such a course, and 
so prevented the rise on our soil 
of that friction between organized 
labor and organized religion which 
has long been a feature of the 
European scene. 

He sent to Rome a memoran- 
dum, from which I would like to 
quote the following: 


. .. Since it is acknowledged 
by all that the great questions 
of the future are ... the social 
questions, the questions which 
concern the improvement of the 
condition of the great masses of 
the people, and especially of the 
working people, it is evidently 
of supreme importance that the 
a should always be found

So Cardinal Gibbons called for 
the Church’s “ma 1 blessing 
. «+» Upon eV legitimate. means 
for improving the condition of the 
people.” His advice was heeded. 
His defense of American workers 
strengthened our labor movement. 
He contributed, more effectively 
than he could have foreseen, to the 
continuing progress of labor, re- 
ligion and the nation as a whole. 


Bishop's Program 


It was against this background 
—Cardinal Gibbons’ memorandum 
to the Holy See and Pope Leo 
XIIl’s immortal encyclical—that a 
memorable document was issued in 
1919, which has come to be known 
as the Bishops’ Program of Social 
Reconstruction. .This declaration, 
published by a group of bishops 
making up the administrative 
committee of the National Catholic 
War Council, undertook to apply 
the truths of Leo’s encyclical to 
the realities of the verkaday 
world. 


“Based upon principles of char- 
ity and justice that have always 
been held and taught by the Cath- 
olic Church,” the Bishops’ Program 
consists of practical proposals 
which “are merely an adaptation 
of those principles and that tradi- 
tional teaching to the social and 
industrial conditions and needs of 
our own time.” 


It was the late Monsignor John 
A. Ryan who set the pattern for 
this program. He worked for 
years to win support for a code 
of economic reforms based upon 
Christian teaching. Happily, he 
lived to see most of his hopes 
realized. He lived to see the gov- 
ernment of the United States in 
1933 begin to enact laws which 
made operative virtually the whole 
program envisioned by the Church 
as the basis of individual security 
and national prosperity. 

Is this an exaggeration? I need 
only cite the major recommenda- 
tions of the Bishops’ Program to 
prove that they are the substance 
of almost every step which this 
Nation has taken in recent years 


to build its econ on the firm- 
est possible founda Here are 
some of the proposals: minimum 
wage legislation; insurance against 
unemployment, sickness, invalidity, 
and old age; a 16-year minimum 
age for working children; |! 
enforcement of the right of la 

to organize; a national employ- 
ment service; public housing for 
workers; maintenance of ‘a high 
level of wages, in order to bring 
about the general prosperity which 
cannot be preserved without a wide 
distribution of purchasing power 
among the masses. 

Far ahead of his time was Pope 
Leo XIII when he issued his 
“Christian Manifesto on Labor.” 
He was a pathfinder, because other 
creeds have since spoken through 
their councils and rabbinical bedies 
to the same effect. Organized re- 
ligion in the United States stands 
four-square for the fulfillment of 
Leo’s vision of social righteous- 
ness. 

It stands for the obligation of 
government to act as guardian 
of the public welfare. It stands 
for the use of every effort to ban- 
ish hunger, unemployment, slums 
and ignorance. It stands for the 
workers’ right to organize—for 
collective bargaining, social secur- 
ity, economic democracy. 


Application Of Ideals 


These are only the applications 
of Catholic ideals to the needs and 
conditions of our time—not the 
liquidation of capitalism but its 
purification; not the destruction 
of property rights but their subor- 
dination to the well-being of the 
people as a whole; not the end 
of private enterprise but its 
strengthening for larger good and 
service; not the setting up of a 
labor tyranny, but the recognition 
of labor’s importance as a molding 
factor in our democratic life. 

If we are to remain a free and 
strong people, we must give first 
place to human rights and we 
must make sure of continued pros- 
perity based on an expanding 
economy. 

Thus religion, with its call for 
brotherhood, blesses toil and busi- 
ness, and gives to public affairs 
the glow and power which come 
from the supremacy of the moral 
law.—Address given on the Cath-

Then the reverend gentleman 
tells us that if we would read the 
entire seventh chapter of I Cor., 
we would find that “Paul was not 
simply addressing his remarks to 
the clergy, but to all men: You 
will also note that he states in 
this chapter each is to have his 
own husband and wife. You seem 
to twist this portion to fit your own 
case.” | 

We have read the seventh chap- 
ter many times. In fact the min- 
ister probably does not know that 
every priest, in his Breviary, which 
he must read a whole hour every 
day, covers the entire Bible every 
year. But when St. Paul, in that 
chapter addressed the clergy he 
emphasized the fact that the celi- 
bate clergyman would be able to do 
far more work for God than the 
married clergyman. He points out 
that the clergyman who is unmar- 
ried can give all his time to the 
cause of God, while the married 
clergyman must give much of it 
to his family. (I Cor. 7:32-33) 

Then St. Paul also tells the 
clergy that he wished that all of 
them were even as he, “unmar- 
ried.” We readily admit that the 
Bible does not forbid the clergy- 
man to be married, but every fair- 
minded reader will agree that St.

‘Are At Stake In 
The World Today 


J. J. GILBERT 


Washington — All too frequently 


today persons in @ position to in- 
fuence public opinion by their 


speaking and writing refer to “the| 


democratic rights of man,” when 
they should be talking about the 


God-given rights of man. 


This is no small matter. It is of 
elemental importance if one is real- 


ly concerned with the establishment} 


of a just and lasting peace. If the 


misstatement is made deliberately, 
/ with a tinge of malice, it is a form 
lof sabotage—so far as real peace 


is concerned. If the misstatement 
is; made through ignorance, as it 


| frequently is, it brings one to the 


discouraging realization of the en- 


'ormous work that lies ahead to 
‘restore the human being to his 


rightful dignity. 
If one says a man fs free to do 


‘this or that, because it is one of 
this “democratic rights,” the 


in- 
dividual is left in a precarious po- 
sition. He has no rights as an in- 
dividual. He has these rights be- 


Peause he lives in a democracy. If 


he does not live in a democracy he 


' might not be considered as having 


these rights. 

Then, too, it seems that today we 
ome 
countries which pass as democ- 
racies do not give all the rights, or 
the same rights, as do some other 
countries that are called democ- 


| racies. And yet, we hear very lit- 
' tle public debate as to whether such 


“rights” should be granted in the 
former democracy because they are 
allowed in the latter, or that they 
should not be allowed in the latter 


-because they are not countenanced 


in the former, It’s all very relative, 
and in time one could come to regard 
a human being in one country as be- 
ing less as a personality than a 


| human being in another country. 


The appalling possibilities of this 
confusion become clearer when 
one sees reference to Soviet Rus- 
sia as “one of the democracies.” 

The main objection to speaking 


| of “the democratic rights” of man 


is that these are not rights con- 
ferred by a democracy or enjoyed 


| only because one is a citizen of a 
| democracy. 


There are. certain 
rights which a man has because he 
is a human being. They derive from 
God. They are rights which a state 


cannot confer or take away. A 
| State may prevent a man from ex- 


ercising his God-given rights, but 


| the man still has his rights. 


A state may prevent you from 
enjoying your God-given rights, 
but it cannot take your rights away 
from you, If the state had given 
you these rights, it could take them 
away and you would have no right 
to them at all, or ever again. 

Many men speak, of “the demo- 
cratic rights of man” because they 
do not know God, and therefore 


cannot conceive of the God-given 
| Tights of man. 


This mistake is 
made honestly, but it is nonethe- 
legs dangerous, To deny that man 
has certain inalienable rights be- 
cause he is a human being, and to 
say he has these rights only be- 
cause his government confers them 
upon him, is to start on the path 


‘o totalitarianism, whether we 
mean to or not.
